At  the  nineteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  held 
Oecember  22,  1916,  reports  for  the  year  named  -were  sui^ 
rnitted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer,  tlie  Libra-* 
rian,  the  Committee  on  Biography,  and  the  Committee  on  Nec- 
rology, and  are  here  given  in  the  order  named.  Officers  of 
the  Society  for  the  year  1917  were  also  elected. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMIT’TEE 

At  this,  the  nineteenth  annual  meeting  of. the  Society,  }our 
Executive  Committee  reports  that  it  held  four  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year  1916,  and  the  Society  held  si.x  meetings,  including 
the  one  being  held  today.  At  these  meetings  of  the  Societv 
Papers  were  read  as  follows;  • ^

It  has  been  another  year  of  Papers  of  great  literary  and  1 
historic!  value  read  before  the  Society,  and  of  a splendid  addi- 
tion to  the  Society’s  already  long  list  of  historical  productions, 
covering  a period  of  nineteen  years,  and  comprising  six  vol- 
umes of  printed  matter,  with  a total  of  2,696  as  the  number 
of  pages  in  the  six  volumes.  It  is  a record  of  historical  activ- 
ity and  productivity  of  which  the  Society  may  well  feel  proud, 
and  to  the  writers  of  these  valuable  Papers  it  must  ^ntertim 
an  abiding  sense  of  deepest  obligation.  Your  Secretary  has 
frequent  calls  from  near  and  distant  points  in  our  country"  for 
this  or  that  publication  of  the  Society.

To  this  is  to  be  added  the  usual  $200.00  annually  appropri- 
- ated  the  Society  by  the  County  Commissioners,  as  will^  be 
shown  in  the  Treasurer’s  report,  making  $539.06  as  the  entire 
total' receipts. 

In  jxirsuance  of  authority  given  it,  your  Executive  6om- 
mittee  issued  a statement  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  May 
24th,  as  to  the  Society’s  financial  needs,  and  solicited  contri- 
butions, with  the  special  purpose  of  providing  furnishings  for 
the  rooms  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building  the  Society  was  then 
arranging  to  secure  as  a tenant  occupant.  To  this  appeal  re- 
sponses were  received  totaling  $199.00. 

With  the  same  statement,  issued  May  .24,  and  also  by  au- 
thority of  the  Society,  was  sent  a request  to  the  members  to 
vote  for,  or  against,  amending  the  Constitution  of  the  Society 
to  increase  the  annual  dues  from  one  dollar  to  two  dollars. 
The  votes  of  41  members  were  returned,  38  for  and  3 against. 
This  showing  was  reported  to  the  Society  at  its  meeting  held 
June  23rd,  a resolution  then  offered  so  to  amend  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  same  ordered  to  lie  over  to  the  next  meeting,  accord- 
ing to  constitutional  requirements,  and  then  at  the  meeting  of 


; 
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the  Society,  held  Sepfeniber  15.  the  resolution  was  adopted,, 
amending  the  Con?t?[fitlon  a‘s  to  the 'annual  dues,  pavabl’i^v' 
the  members,  said  amendment  to  go  into  force. ivith  the  begin- 
ning* of  the'year  1917,  so  that  the  annual  dues,  payable  ii-V  ' 
each  member  of  the  Society,  will  hereafter,  and  until  other-  1 
wise  ordered,  be  two  dollars.  

'I'he  eve'nt  most  pleasing  to  the  Society  during  the  year,  and 
certainly  the  most  satisfactory  after  its  boarding  around  ex- 
periences of  eighteen  years,  was  the  securing  of  a home,  based 
on  the  idea  of  permanency.  After  various  ventures  during 
these  many  years  along  the  line  of  securing  soine  "such’  pla^.^ . 
always,  however,  with  negative  results,  the  Society  finally  got 
into  touch  with  the  authorities  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association  of  Lebanon  as  to  securing  the  lease  of  certain 
rooms  in  that  Association’s,,  building.  This  was  brought  to  a 
favorable  issue,  and  on  August  1st  of  this  year  a lease  was 
entered  into  w.ith  the  Vouag  glen’s  Christian  Association  for 
three  rooms  in  the  basement  of  its  building  at  a rental  of  $200 
for  the  first  year  and  $240  for  subsequent  years,  the  lessors 
also  to  furnish  the  heat  required,  for  the  rooms. 

Into  these  rooiTis  have  now  been  assembled  all  the  property 
•and  belongings  of  the  Society^, and  here  also  the  Society  ha< 
secured  itself  attractive  and' convenient  quarters  to  carry  on 
and  continue  its  work.  Chairs,  tables,  library  cases  and 
curio  cabinets  have  been  installed,  and  other  furnishings  are 
yet  to  be  brought  in.  it  is^proposed  to  make  this  new  home 
of  the  Society  one  of  the  inferesting  and  attractive  places  in 
the  City  of  Lebanon.  The  Society  can  now  proceed  with  re- 
newed hoi)e  and  a new  inspiration. 

It  is, .however,  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  increased 
ities  must  bring  larger  expenses,  and  whether  the  Society  can 
be  maintained  under  these  new  and  more  expensive  conditions 
must  depend  upon  the  generous  support  of  its  membeTs  and 
the  friendly  attitude  of  the  ptblic. 

The  foregoing  points  are  the  essential  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Society’s  affairs  during  the’year  just  closing  your  Commit- 
tee considers  it  needful  to  report  upon  at  this-time.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

The  Librarian,  C.  D.  W eirick.  Esq.,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing as  his  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1916: 

That-since  the  last  Annual  Report  the  Society  has  secured  a 
[)ermanent  home  in  the  basement  rooms  6f  .the  V.  M.  C.  A. 
Building,  Lebanon,  to  which  all  the  hooks,  curios,  relics  and 
property  of  the  Society  have  been  taken  and  ])laced  in  cases 
and  cabinets,  this  work  begun  July  27  and  continued  to  date 
of  this  report. 

All  pictures  and  framed  manuscripts  have  been  hung  on  the 
walls  of  the  new  home  of  the  Society  for  their  proj)er  dis- 
play and  view  of  the  members  and  visitors. 

By  the  advice  of  the  e-xecutive  officers  the  curia  cabinet  under 
the  library  case  was  detached  from  the  latter,  and  placed  bv 
itself  in  another  part  of  the  main  room,  and  in  its  former 
place  was  built  a downward  extension  to  the  floor  of  the  li- 
brary case,  thus  providing  more  library  space,  and  into  the 
same  have  been  placed  all  the  books,  according  to  a classifica- 
tion along  the  lines  of  Historical  Societies,  Publications,  Fam- 
ily Histories,  Pennsylvania  Military  Organizations,  Religious 
Works,  German  Language  Books,  etc. 
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There  also  has  been  obtained,  by  donation  from  the  County 
CommissibnersT^'^tke^  old  book-case  that  formerly  had  a,nplflre" 
in  the  County  Recorder’s  office,  and  for  some  years  in  disuse 
and  stored  away  in  the  Court  House  cellar.'  It  was  given  a 
' place  along  the  northwest  wall  of  the  main  room,  and  af-j 
fords^an  excellent  receptacle  for  bound  newspaper  files,  and  - 
other  bpoks  too  large  to  admit  placing  in  the  library  case^ 


Within  the  past  two  months  quite  a number  of  rare  books, 
relics,  curios  and  manuscripts  pertaining  to  the  earlier  history 
of  the  City  of  Lebanon  have  been  tendered  the  Society  by  J. 
Jacob  Embich,  and  with  his  assistance  removjed  -from  his 
home  by  your  Librarian  to  the  Society’s  rooms,  where  in' The 
near  future  they  will  be  properly  catalogued  and  arranged  for 
easy  access  thereto.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Thos.  L. 
Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  Harrisburg,  the  Society  has 
recently  been  given  sets  of  the  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Series  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Archives.  These  sets,  although  not  complete  as 
received,  are  most  valuable  accessories  to  the  Society’s  library. 


With  the  able  assistance  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
Dr.  S.  P.-  Heilman,  your  Librarian  has  been  able  to  catalogue 
all  the'library’and  other  material  that  came  to  the  Society  dur- 
ing the  more  than  four  years’  term  of  the  former,  but  now 
deceased.  Librarian,  Mr.  Samuel  Riegel,  and  with  a little  more 
labor  will  be  able  to  catalogue  up  to  date  all  library  and  other 
accessions  made  within. the  last  years. 

If  library-and  other ‘donated  or  acquired  material  shall  in- 
crease at  the  same  rate  as"  it  has  been  coming  to  the  Society 
within  the  past  two  months  it  will  be  only  a short  time  when 
additional  library  cases  and  curio  cabinets  will  have  to  be  in- 
stalled in  which  to  place  accumulated  material  of  this'IdildrT 

The  interest  shown  by  the  members  of  the  Society  and  the 
public  since  occupying  its  new  and  permanent  home  argues 
well  for  an  increased  usefulness  and  advancement  of  The  Leba- 
non County  Historical  Society,  and  it  is  hoped  may  bring 
about  an  increase  in  its  membership  and  a large  inflow  of 
valuable  and  rare  books,  relics  and  curios  to  the  Society’s  cus-  ' 
tody  for  this  and  coming  generations  to  study  and  to  admire.

Another  year  has  passecf.  and  we  again  arc  called  upon  to 
direct  your  attention  to  the  actions  and  course  of  life  oT  a 
tdlow  mortal — not  one  who  sat  upon  a throne,  or  led  an 
armed  host  to  slaughter,  or  graced  gilded  legislative  halls,  or 
swayed  his  fellow-men  In-  irresistible  oratorical  charms,  but 
one  who  moved  m j)rivate  ranks  and  did  his  dut\'  m obscure 
spheres  of  life,  ccxcejit  when  summoned  by  his  country. 

History  that  chiefly  deals  with  the  actions  aiTd  movenTents 
of  kings,  generals,  statesmen,  and  orators. 'and  more  or  less 
ignores  the  common  peo])le.  is  false  and  gives  one  false  ideas. 
To  get  a true  insight  into  the  causes,  the  actions,  the  methods 
and  the  results  of  a great  movement,  it  is  necessar\-  to  be  cog- 
nizant of  the  underlying  sj)irit  that  prompts  tl\e  movement 
and  j)ervades  the  masses  of  the  common  people. 

While  the  life  of  the  State,  with  its  industrial.  >ocial.  politi- 
cal and  business  activities  is  becoming  more  and  more  com- 
plex, the  individual  is  becoming  less  ])rominent. 

Jf  ^ve  contrast  the  advantages,  comforts  and  convenit^ices 
of  the  [iresent  with  the  sinijile  and  stern  life  lived  140  yixirs 
w f will  apjireciate  our  lot  the  better,  and.  at  the  same 
time,  more  clearly  co'mprehend  the  comple.x  life  of  the  State. 
Hence  we  have  selected  as  the  subject  of  our  brief  sketch  one 
in  the  humbler  walks  of  life,  one  of  those  of  whom  our  late 
1 ellow-member.  Dr.  f.  H.  Redsecker,  wrote,  when  he  said; 

‘Here  too  were  raised,  as  well  you  know,  brave  men  of  Irrawn  aiui 
brain, 

Who  marched  with  Washington  and  CAeen,  with  Lafayette  and  Wayne."

or  Johannes  Schmidt,  as  his  tombstone  has  it,  was  a citizen,  of 
Millerstown  (as  .Annville,  Pa.,  w'as  then  called),  when  the 
.American  Revolution  dawned.  He  was  of  sturdy,  patriotic, 
Pennsylvania-German  stock.  He  served  his  fellowmen-as  a 
butcher  and  well-cleaner. 
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The  cry  for  4-W6doni  reached  our-herp’s  native  village^^gj>e-u 
trated  his  humble  home,  and  fell  upon  symjjathetic  and  respon- 
sive ears.  Xa])t.  Pete'r  Grubb.  Jr,,  was  then  recruiting  a com-. 

- [)any  of  volunteers  in  Lebanon  Township.  Lancaster  County, 
among^whom  were  some  from  the  adjoining  county  of  Berkrs. 
The  roll  of  this  company,  by  good  fortune,  has  t>een'“pre- 
served  to  us.  Amongst  its  members  we  find  the  name  of  John 
Smith.  He  enlisted  April  24,  1776.  Pennsylvania  was  among 
the  first  of  the  colonies  to  furnish  men  to  defend  the  liberties 
of  our  country.  They  were  among  the  “First  Defenders.” 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  the  Declaration  erf  Independence 
the  British  decided  to.  strike  a fatal  blow  at  the  RevoFution  by 
the  capture  of  New  York  City,  thus  cutting  the  colonies  in 
two,  separating  New  England  from  the  rest.  The  battle  of 
Long  Island  and  the  abandonment  of  Fort  \\  ashington  were 
parts  of  this  campaign.  By  a blunder  on  the  part  of  the  su- 
perior officers,  the  American^  were  defeated.  But  the  bravery 
of  the  Pennsylvania-German  troo])S  prevented  a rout,  and  thus 
they  earned  the  title,  “Preservers  of  the  New-Born  Nation.” 

Capt.  Grubb’s  company  formed  a"  part  of  Col.  Miles’  Bat- 
talion, and  was' with  Washington  at  Long  Island,  where  Gen. 
Putnam’s  forces  were  cut  Lo-j)ieces,  August  27,  1776.  The 
battle  was  desperately  fought  and  proved  a defeat,  but  not 
entirely  so.  Twenty  thousand  British  and  Hessian  troops, 
well-trained,  veere  opposed,  to  5,000  raw  American  recruits. 
The  valor  of  the  Pennsylvania-Germans,  however,  checked 
the  energy  of  the  enemy  long  enough  to  enable  the  army  to 
retreat.  This  skilful  retreat  of  bare-footed  and  disheartened 
troops  through  northern  New  Jersey  gained  for  Washipgton 
the  reputation  of  a strategist.  Gen.  Greene  said  it  \v5§^|He 
best  conducted  retreat  he  had  ever  read  of. 

On  December  8th  Washington  crossed  the  Delaware  with 
the  “wretched  fragments  of  a broken  army” — about  3,000 
men.  Yet  on  Christmas  evying,  1776,  he  recrossed  the  river 
and  captured  1,000  Hessians,  some  of  whom  were  subsequent- 
ly confined  as  prisoners  of  war  in  the  old  Hebron  Church,  near 
Lebanon. 

, On  January  3,  1777,  Washington  defeated  Cornwallis  at 
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Princeton.'  After  winter  quarters  at  Morristown,  N.  J..  he 
again  sustained  a defeat  at  Brandywine,  September  14,  -1/^7, 
trying  to  save  Philadelphia,^  from  falling  into  the 'hands  of  the 
enemy.  At  this  time  the  buildings  of  the  Ephrata  Klo^er 
were  seized  and  converted  into  a hospital. 

"October  4th  W ashington  came  near  gaining  a victory  at 
Germantown,  but  did  not  quite  achieve  it.  The  surrender  of 
P>Lirgoyne  on  October  17,  1777,  was  the  turning-point  of  the 
Revolution  in  favor  of  the  Americans,  though  the  cause  v/as 
not  yet  won-  and  severe  trials  and  privations  were  still  await- 
ing them.  Winter  quarters  at  Valley  Forge  is  a proof  of  this. 

In  June,  1778,  we  find  Capt.  Grubb’s  company  occupying 
the  post  of  honor  and . danger  in  the  Battle  of  Monmouth. 
Through  all  these  discouraging  times  and  thrilling  events  our 
hero,  John  Smith,  passed.  In  the  fall  of  1776  he  was  stricken 
with  camj)  fever,  to  which  so  many  soldiers  succumbed.  He 
had  a severe  siege.  Afterwards  he  told  his  son,  Conrad,  that 
he  had  never  e.Npected  to  see  his  home  again.  But  after  re- 
- covery  he  again  shouldered  his  musket,  and  once  more  ‘‘fired 
the  shot  heard  ’round  the  world.” 

John  Smith  was’ married  to  Christina  Miller,  and  had  ifesue 
of  four  sons  and  seven  daughters.  The  eldest  son,  John,  also 
served  his  country.  He  was  engaged  in  the  meat  business  in 
AnnviJle  in  1810,  but  emigrated  to  Ohio,  where,  during  the 
^Var  of  1812.  he  packed  and  shipped  meat  to  the  U.  S.  army. 
He  died  in  Ohio,  but  his  family  returned  to  Lebanon,  Pa.* 

Of  -Elias,  the  second  son,  we  know-  but  little.  He  died  at 
Sand  Beach,  Dauphin  county.  Pa.  The  late  Bishop  S.  R. 
Smith,  buried  September  16,  1916,  in  United  Zion’s  Children’s 
cemetery,  Annville,  Pa.,  was  a grandson.  His  father’s  name 
was  Michael.  Bishop  Smith  had  risen  from  an  humble  posi- 
tion'in  life  to  the  head  of  his  church.  For  many  years  he 
tilled  the  soil;  for  18  years  he  ably  served  as  Conference  Sec- 
retary ; and  finally  he  was  elected  Bishop  of  the  Brethren  in 
Christ,  formerly  and  still  frequently  referred  to  as  the  River

Brethren.  At  iiMtetipie.  of  -his  death,  Bj.shop  Smith  owq|j^m-: 
Grantham,  Cumberland  county,  Pa.,  the  largest  noodle  fac- 
tory in  the.  United  States.  He  was  also  the  chief  stock- 


, holder  of  the  Bank  of  Grantham,  where  he  resided  of  Tate 
years.  ? — 

Conrad,  the  third  son,  also  inherited,  it  seems,  soiTie  of'*ltie 
patriotism  exhibited  by  the  father.  He  enlisted  in  the  War 
of  1812  and  was  given  a corporal’s  commission.  In  the  mus- 
ter-roll of  Capt.  Nicholas  Derr’s  company  of  the  101st  Regi- 
ment of  Pennsylvania  militia,  under  marching  orders  to  Mar- 
cus Hook,  on  the  Delaware  River,  September  27,  18M7-^ve 
find;  “Corporal,  Conrad  Smith.”  A treaty  of  peace  \Cas  sign- 
ed at  Ghent,  December  24,  1814,  and  the  war  closed.^ before 
his  services  were  required. 

Conrad  Smith  married.^usanna  Ensminger,  a daughter  of 
Opt.  Peter  Ensminger,  who  served  in  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. Dr.  C;  H.  Smith,  of  I^nglestown,  Pa.,  is  a grandson. 

The  fourth  son,  Joseph  S^ith,  was  a weaver  of  Annville. 
Cornelius  Smith,  of  the  same  place,  is  a son,  and  Chas.  H. 
Smith,  Highway  Commissioner,  of  Lebanon,  and  W.  H.  H. 
Smith,  of  Annville,  are  among  the  grandsons. 

Of  the  daughters,  Catharine  married  John  Plough  ; Chris- 
tine, Jacob  Ulrich;  Elizabeth,  Michael  Moyer;  Nancy,  Ru- 
dolph Boltz ; Margaret,  Henry  Craidlow ; Sarah,  Daniel 
Stump,  and  Mary,  Abraham  Yost.  All  these  were  citizens  of 
what  is  now  Lebanon  county.  A number  of  Rudolph  Boltz’s 
grandsons  reside  in  Ahnvill^at  -present. 

John  Smith  had  the  good  fortune  of  seeing  his  country  es- 
tablished on  safe  and  solid  foundations^  after  returning  Jrpm 
the  struggle  for  freedom.

By  his  side  rest  the  remains  of  his  wife  Two 
sandstones  bearing  sim^e  inscriptions  mark  the  graves._  No 
reference  is  made  to  his  soldier  life.

CAPT.  JOHN  HENRY  BASSLER 


Bora  February  6,  1834.  'Died  January  24,  1916.  Aged  81 
yrs.,  11  mos.  and  18  day ^ ' 

Capt.  Bassler  was  the  son  of  Henry  Bassler  and  Barbara 
(Unger)  Bassler,  on  whose  farm  just  northwest  of  the.J8(5r-_ 
ough  of  Myerstown  he  was  born  and  reared.  He  obtcUned  “ 
his  education  in  the  neighboring  subscription  schools,  still  later 
in  the  Myerstown  Academy,  and  still  later  at  the  Millersville 
State  Normal  School,  in  which  he‘  qualified  himself  for  the* 
profession  of  teaching,  which  from  the  age  of  18  years  he  fol- 
lowed for  seven  years  as  a^public  school  teacher,  and  then  for 
three  years  as  Principal  uf  the  Myerstown  Academy. 

Answering^' the ‘call  of  his  country  on  account  of  the -re- 
verses'of  the  Union  Army  n?af  Richmond  ^n  1862,-  he  raised^ 
a full  company  of  volunteers  within  eight  days,  had  the  same 
incorporated  as  Company  C in  the  149th  Regiment  of  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers,  later  known  as  the  Second  Bucktail  Regi- 
ment, his  company _t^ing  an  active  part  in  later  campaigns. 
He  himself  was  severely  wounded  at  Gettysburg,  July  1,.1863, 
lying  within  the  Confederate  lines,  practically  a prisoner,  un- 
til the  retreat  of  the  enemy and  was  not  carried  off  the  field 
until  the  evening  of  July  5th: 

This  wound  necessitated  his  discharge  and  also  entailed  a 
prolonged  convalescence.  Recovering  from  this,  he  eng^ed 
for.  a time  in  contracting  and  car  building  at  Myerstown,  but 
with  a lingering  sense  of  duty  to  his  country,  he  again  entered’..- 
its  service  September  28,  1864,  this  time  as  Captain  *of  Com- v 
pany  H,  10th  Regiment,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  and  later, 
January  19,  1865,  was  transferred  to  and  appointed  Captain 
Company  B,  12th  Veteran  Reserves.  Ori  November  30,  1865,

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his  loyalty  yi(^  services  were  recognized  by  the  GoverarpeBt 
in  appointing  hirn  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  BuTeau  of 
Refugees,  Freedmen  and  Abandoned  Lands,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Lumberfon,  N.  C.  On  February  12,  1866,  he  \7k's,  at* 
his  own  request,  finally  mastered  out  of  the  service,  ancLr^. 
turned  to  Pennsylvania,  locating  in  Schuylkill  cou«ty  iir-1^^ 
where*he  was  given  the  principalship  of  the  Pine  Grove  public 
schools.  This  positior?  he  resigned  a year  later  in  order  to 
serve  the  Lebanon  & Tremont  Railroad  as  station  agent  at 
Tower  City,  continuing  in  the  same  for  five  years,  when  he 
entered  the  mercantile  business  in  the  same.place.'  - ^ . 

Owing  to  his  wife’s  delicate  health,  he  sought  relief  for  her 
by  means  of  a trip  to  California,  locating  at  Riverside  ip  that 
State  in  1877,  without  avail,  however,  her  death  occurring 
there  on  October  31st  ^ that  year.  From  there  Bass- 

•‘ier  went  to  Oakland,  California,  to  engage  in  carpenter  work

on  the  Central  Pacific  Ra|lroad.  - From  there  he  in-  1880  re- 
turned to  his  oljd  home  ir^  Myerstown,  and  spent  the  balance 
of  his  years  there,  interesting  himself  in  local  enterprises, 
notably  the  creamery  business,  and  in  editing  the  Myerstown 
Enterprise,  to  which  he  gave  much  prestige  by  -his  literary 
talents,  during  the  years  1^4  to  1896,  during  which  period 
he  was  both  its  editor  and  owner,  along  with  George  D.  Coover, 
its  present  editor  and  owner.  Retiring  from  this  position  on 
account  of  increasing  ,debility,  both  mental  and  physical,  his 
last  years  were  spent  Hn  a quiet  way  and  in  waiting  for  his 
final  summons  to  anoth^wdrld- 

On  October  . 18,  1907,  Capt.  Bassler  was  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Lebanon  County  Historical’ Society,  and^efore 
this  body,  on  April  20,  1906,  read  a valuable  paper' cSl^|JTie 
Myerstown  Academy,”  one  of  five  Academy  Papers  ^so  far 
read  before  the  Society,_the  others  being  on  the  Annville, 
Lebanon,  Palmyra  and  Jonestown  Academies.  He  also,  on 
October  18,  1907,-  read  ^fore  the  Society  a Paper  en- 
titled ‘‘Irhe  Color  Episode  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  in  the  First  Day’s 
Fight  at  Gettysburg,  July  1,  1863.”  Both  these  Papers  ap- 
peared in  the  printed- publications  of  the  Society. 
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Capt.  Bassler  was  married  twice,  first  October  2.  1859,  to 
Miss  Sarah  Brobst,  oi  Berks\G€^unty,  froni  v^om  survif^  a 
son;  Ralph  Bassler,  ef  Chicago',  111.,  and  a "daughter.  Miss 
Laura  Bassler,  of  New  York  City  ; and  second,  December  14, 
1880,  to  Miss  Amanda  Mosser,  of  Myerstown,  who  sur^ves 
liim,  and  a son.  Prof.  Harvey  Bassler,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, Baltimore,  Md. 

Capt.  Bassler’s  career  was  a varied  one.  He  filled  many 
positions  of  honor  and  trust,  in  each  of  which  he  applied  him- 
self with  energy  and  ability.  An  able  educator,  a loyal  sol- 
dier, a talented  writer,  an  exceptional^  business  man,  ilid  a 
worthy  citizen,  he  in  all  these-lines  exemplified  the  high  ideal 
in  life,  and  holds  a cherished  place  in  the  memories  of  those  in 
his  community  who  survive  him.  S.  P.  H. 


CHRISTIAN  SHENK 


Born  November  16,  1836.  Die(TTF^Brualy^2\^]|916.  Aged 
79  yrs.,  3 mos.  and  7 days. 

Mr.  Shenk  was  bom  at  Buffalo  Springs,  in  Heidelberg 
Township,  Lebanon  County,  one  of  eight  children  of  the  late 
Jacob  and  Magdalena  (Miller)  Shenk.  Jacob  Shenk  was  a 
son  of  Joseph  Shenk,  born  on  the  same  spot  in  Heidel^rg 
Township,  where  the  great-grandfather,  a German  by  birth, 
had  settled  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  the  maternal  great- 
grandmother, Fanny  Ober,  of  Mastersonville,  Lancaster 
County,  the  American  ancestors  of  the  Shenk  family,  a line  of 
people  of  prominence  and  repute  in  Lebanon  County’s  historic 
Heidelberg  section. 

After  attending  the  common  schools  of  his  district,  Mr. 
Shenk  entered  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School  and  later, 
-and  for  a year,  attended  a .school  near  Hagerstown,  Md.,‘ sup- 
plementing these  courses  with  a course  at  the  Poughkeepsie, 
N.  Y.*  Business  College.  After  these  preparatory  coursej(  he 
at  once  entered  upon  his  mercantile  career,  which  he  made 
the  main  pursuit  of  his  life,  and  the  first  position  he  held  as 
such  was  that  of  salesman  for  Riddle,  Gill  & Co.,  Philadelphia, 
in  1864,  and  later  in  a similar  position  with  Hood,  Bonbright 
& Co.,  also  of  Philadelphia. 

In  the  year  1869  he  came  to  Lebanon,  and  after  spending 
two  years  as  a salesman  in  the  store  of  his  brother,  Henry 
Shenk,  at  that  time  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  the  town, 
he  began  business  for  himself  in  this  city  in  1871,  conducting 
a general  merchandise  store,  which  developed  into  the  present 
big,  modem  department  store  at  816  Cumberland  street,  and 
towards  the  conducting  of  which  he  in  1901  joined  with  him- 
self his  nephew,  Harry  J.  Shenk. 

Besides  his  work  as  a merchant,  Mr.  Shenk  engaged  in^ 
many  other  activities,  naming  chiefly  that  for  some  years'  he 
was  a Director  of  the  Cornwall  & Lebanon  Railroad ; Director 
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of  the  former  Lebanon  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Bank,  as  ab(X 
a Director  in**Tfie^ "former  Lebanon  Electric  Street  I^?¥Pfbad 
Company  ; for  some  jears  a Director  in  the  West  End  Rolling 
Mill  Confpany,  and  one  time  its  President;  for  a term- of  ^ 
three  years  a member  of  the  city’s  School  Board  ; a Director_o^ 
the  Lebanon  Mutual  Insurance  Company;  one  of  ihe  ocigin-j 
ators  of  the  Pennsylvania  Chautauqua  Association,  Mt. 
Gretna,  organized  in  the  year  1892,  continuously  a Director  of 
that  Association,  and  for  some  years  was  President  of  its 
Board  of  Managers,  and  also  the  first  to  erect  a cottage  on  its 
grounds.  _ - ^ 

He  also  was  a Civil  War  veteran,  having  served  ire  the  17th 
Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  was  a member  of  Sedg- 
wick Post,  No.  42,  G.  A.  R. ; Washington  Camp,  No.  384, 

P.  O.  S.  of  A. ; a member  of  the  Steitz  Club ; of  St.  John’s  Re- 
formed Church,  of  which  he  was  an  elder;  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Lebanon  Classis  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  and  of  the  Lebanon  Cpunty  Historical  Society,  which 
he  assisted  in  organizing  January  14,  1898. 

On  May  20,  1869,  Mr.  Shenk  was  joined  in  wedlock  with 
Miss  Harriet  Few,  a daughter  of  the  late  Beale  Few.  of 
Lebanon.  Mrs.  Shenk  departed  this  life  March  2,  1906,  and 
without  issue.  He  is  survived  by  two  brothers,  Michael  and 
Jacob  M.,  and  a sister,  Mrs.  Kate  Oberholtzer. 

Mr.  Shenk  was  of  quiet  demeanor,  of  attractive  personality, 
an  ideal  citizen,  a gentleman  of  true  Christian  character,  hon- 
orable and  upright  in  his  dealings,  and  had  the  esteem  of  many 
in  near  and  wide  circles.

Prescott  in  liis  earlier  years. 

1 he  record  of  his  manhood  \ears  is  a" record  m inter 
concurrent  civilian  and  military  activities.  II is  militarv  career 
Ijei^an  July  2.  1863,  when  he  enlisted  as  a private  in  Comp-any 
h.  48th  Regt.,  Penna.  Militia,  with  which  company  he  serverl  ■ 
until  his  honorable  discharge.  .August  26th  of  the  same  \ ear. 
Me  immediately  re-enlisted  in  the  >ervice  j\s  a private  in  Com" 
pany  .A.  14th  Pennsvlvania  Cavali'v.  Me  early  distinguish.ed 
himself  m the  various  activities^  of  that  company,  and  on 
.May  26,  1865.  was  made  a coi'jioral.  and  this  was  his  rank 
when  he  was  mustered  out  of  the  cavalry,  with  honor.  Xo\>:m-

In  oiie  of'nhe  earl\'  action>  in  \ frgmia  Major  (iherst  was 
captured  and  taken  to  Libbv  pn>ou.  where  he  was  kept  ele'.en 
days  and  then'paroled  Iw'  the  Confederate  ofticers.  I'ollowing 
a short  period  of  guard  dut}'  in  \\  ashmgton  after  Lee’s  sur- 
render. the  14th  Cavalry  was  dispatched  to  the  West  during 
the  Indian  ujirisings,.  after  the  settlement  of  which  the  rem- 
nant of  the  14th  returned  to  Pittsburgh  and  disbanded. 

In  1879  he  was  appointed  by  Cle-neral  Gobin,  then  in  com- 
mand of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  to  the  ]>ost  of 
-Adjutant  of  the  8th  Regiment,  and  in  1885  .Assistant  .Adju- 
tant (jei^eral  of  the  Third  Brigade,  serving  in  that  capacity 
until  July  16,  1898. 

During  the  Spanish-American  W’ar  he  was  named  Lieuten- 
ant and  ColoneLof  the  1 1th  Provisional  Regiment,  but  before 
any  active  fighting  was  encountered  the  war  was  over.  He 
served  at  times  for  many  years  in  various  positions  as  a mem- 
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her  of  the  staff  of  General  Gobin,  General  in  command  of  the 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

fnt-«c.ilian  life  he  served  for  a time  as  clef#i^^  .the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Lebanon  Coui\ty  ; as  a State  Bank  Exam- 
iner; as  Treasurer  of  the  Berks  Coubty  d'rust  CcinJi)arry,  iiT  the 
organization  of  which  he  was  j^rominent ; as  a memtfcr  of  the 
Board  of  Directors ’of  the  Lebanon  Valley  Consolidated  W ater 
Company,  and  in  his  last  years  and  up  to  tfie  time  of  fiis  death 
held  a position  in  the  W orkmen’s  Compensation  Bureau  at 
Harrisburg. 

He  held  high  positions  in  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
circles,  at  one  time  having  been  elected  commander  of  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  G.  A.  R.  for  the  usualjerm 'of  one  year; 
was  a member  of  the  State  Orphans’  School  Commission,  and 
a Trustee  of  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School. 

He  was  an  orator  of  considerable  repute,  and  as  such  was 
much  in  demand  during  political  campaign's  and  at  G.  A.  R. 
banquets.  As  an  expert  accountant  he  held  responsible  places 
in  the  civilian  orgaliizatioris  named  above. 

He  was  admitt^  to  membership  in  the  Lebanon  County 
Historical  Society  February  15,  1898,  the  year  the  Society  was - 
organized,  and  at  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  county’s 
foundmg,  held  by  the  Society  in  the  Court  House,  Lebanon. 
February  22,  1913, -.hq  delivered  a fine  address  on  “Lebanon 
County’s  Military  Glory.” 

During  his  active  years  he  resided  at  times  at  Lebanon, 
Reading,  Lancaster  and  last  with  his  daughter  at  Millersville 
during  the  last  ih^n^s  of  his  life.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
whose  maiden  name  wa'S  Miss  Lizzie  Spangler,  a daughter  of 
the  late  Abel  Spangler;  one  son,  Capt.  Emmett  Gherst,  of 
Hummelstown,  Pa. ; Mrs.  Edgar  Shank,  of.  Milfe^sville.  Pa. ; 
Miss  Lillian,  a teacher  at  Millersville,  and  tbe'^TfsSes  Sarah 
and  Dorothy  at  home.  His  body  was  brought  to  Mt.  Leba- 
non cemetery  for.  interment.

Born  March  10.  1845.  Died  .April  12.  1916.  Aged  7l«yrs., 
1 mo.  and  2 davs. 

Mr.  Cilley  was  of  Scotch  descent,  one  of  five  children  of 
Xicholas  and  Sarah  ( Xyc)  0ille\  . the  father  a native  of  Dau- 
phin county,  and  the  mother  of  Lebanon  county,  a daughter 
of  Michael  Xye.  I'he  parents  had  movea  to  the  old  Cole- 
brook  Furnace  at  the  time  when  their  son  John  was^bout 
two  and  a half  vears  old.  l^s  education -was  that  limited  to 
]3ublic  school  0])])ortunities  ddring  the  winter  months. 

In  the  S])ring  of  1862  Mr.  Cilley  began  an  apprenticeship  at 
the  car])enter’s  trade,  but  the  following  .August  joined  Com- 
pany I,  127th  Regiment.  Benns\lvania  Volunteer  Infantry,  a 
])art  of  the  Second  Brigade.  Second  Division.  Second  Arm}- 
Corps,  the  Brigade  that  crossed  at  h'redericksburg.  December 
11,  1862,  in  open  boats  and  drove  the  enemy’s  sharj)shooters 
out  of  1' rcdericksburg.  enabling  the  laying  of  j^ontoons  across 
the  Raj)])ahannock.  In  its  two  days’  fight  his  regiment  lost 
272  men  killed  an’d  wounded.  He  also  wa$  in  the  Chanccfllors- 
ville  ranks  under  General  Hooker.  His  term  of  enlistment 
expiring  in  May.  1863.  he  was  discharged,  but  the  following 
month  he  re-enlisted  in  Company  1'.  48th  Regiment.  Pennsyl- 
vania Militia  ( tauergency  ) . This  was  mustered  out  in  Jidy. 
1863.  and  he  returned  home  to  take  uj)  his  work  learning  the 
carpenter’s  trade. 

Between  the  years  1866  and  1869,  whilst  still  residing  in 
South  Lebanon  Township,  he  worked  at  His  trade,  at  the  same 
time  devoting  his  evening  hours  to  the  study  of  geometry, 
mensuration  and  trigonometry.  .After  locating  in  Lebanon 
in  1869  and  up  to  1875  he  acted  as  geometrical  stair-builder  for 
the  firm  of  Gassert  & Light,  and  then,  with  George  Gassert  as 
his  partner,  undef  the  firm-name  of  Gassert  & Cilley,  he  en- 
.gaged  in  the  general  contracting  business,  during  which  period 
the  Or])hans’  Home  at  Womelsdorf  ; Zion  Lutheran  Church, 
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Annville;  the  M.  E.  Church  at  Cornwall;  the  Lebanon  -Hook 
and  Ladder  Company’s  house,  Lebanon ; the  Seltzer- -Store  - 
Building^*^^^  and*  Willow  streets;  the  Lant?^Buiiding, 
North  Eighth  street,  and  Wm.  C.  Freeman’s  mansion  and 
stable  at.  Cornwall  were  erected  by  this  firm. 

* ■ . T 

Retiring  from  the  lattter  firm  in  1883,  he  united  himself 'With 

t).  W.  Miller,  as  Cilley  & Miller,  in  the  lumber,  planing^ and  • 
general  contracting  business,  continuing  in  the  same  until 
18^,  when  he  went  into  the  contracting  business  for  himself, 
erecting  the  Lebanon  High  School  Building  and  the  Independ- 
ent’District  School  Building,  and  continued  in  that  business 
for  some  years.  In  1892,  as  one  of  the  prioneers  df'^htr 'Penn- 
sylvania Chautapqua  Association  at  Mt.  Gretn^  he  drew  the 
plan  for  its  auditorium,  and  supervised  the  erection  of  that 
structure.  Subsequently  he  devised  and  erected  many  similar  - 
structures  in  near  and  distant  parts  of  the  country,  in  w'hich 
• work  he  was  known  to  be  singularly  skilled.

In  1889  Mr.  Cilley  engaged  in  the  retail  shoe  business  at  16 
North  Ninth  street,  a^ng  with  a Mr.  Bomgardner,  as  Bom- 
gardner  & Cilley,  the  firm  continuing  until -1901,  when  it  be- 
(|ame  Cilley  & Bennetch.  At  the  same  time  he  was  a Director 
in  the 'North  Lebanon  Shoe  Factory.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors- “of  the  Leban^  Market  House  Com- 
pany and  of  the  local  Merchants’  Association.  In  1895  he 
^came  connected  with  the  Lebanon  Match  Company,  and  on 
its  re-organization  was  made  its  President.  Later  it  was  sold 
to  the  Diamond  Matdi^ompany  at  the  price  of  $125,000.  He 
served  two  terms  from  the  Second  Ward  in  the  Common 
Branch  of  City  Council,  of  which  he  was  also  its  President, 
the  first  term  in  1896,  and  re-elected  in  1898.  ^CL-served 
§.t  one  time  as  City  Assessor,  was  a Past  Command^n^Sedg- 
wick  Post,  No.  42„  G.  A.  R.,  a member  of  the  Lebanon  County 
HistqricarSociety,  to- which  he  was  admitted- January  14,  1898;

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Mr.  Cilley  was  one  of  Lebanon’s  rugged  figures,  -interested 
in  all  its  civic  and  business  afirairs,  personally  identified  with 
many  of  its  leading  improvements,  and  ^ nr>an  exceptionally 
well  endowed  with  mechanical  and  business  ingenuity.

Born  March  22,  1843.  Died  October  5,  1916.  Aged  ^ yrs., 
6 nios.  and  13  days. 

Mr.  Musser’s  parents  were  John  and  Rebecca  (Boltz)  Mus- 
ser.  who  were  tenant  farmers  on  various  farms  from  time 
to  time  in  East  Hanover,  Union,  Swatara  and  lastly 
in  South  Lebanon  Township,  from  whence  they  moved  to 
Lebanon  in  1858,' and  settled  down  there.  The  son,JDaniel, 
at  this  time  was  about  15  years  of  age.  His  first  occupation  in 
the  town  was  that  of  newspaper  carrier,  and  he  carried  all  of 
them  published  in  the  town  at  that  time.  This  he  could  easily 
do,  as  all  of  them  were  weeklies  and  were  issued  on  diflferent 
days  of  the  week,  and  had  no  extended  circulation.  He  re- 
ceived the  munificent  sum  of  25  cents  a week  for  this  work. 

This  early  relationship  to  newspaper  work  led  him  to  asso- 
ciate himself  with  the  printing  busine'^s  in  different  offices  of 
thp  town,  as  compusitor  and  reporter,  mainly  with  ‘‘I'lie  Ad- 
vertiser,” at  that  time  one  of  Lebanon’s  leading  weeklies  (es- 
tablished in  1849),  and  later  with  “The  Daily  Times, "!(  estab- 
lished in  the  year  1876  and  still  a flourishing  Lebanon  daily. 
He  had  also  been  taught  to  do  German  printing  by  John  Sow- 
ers, editor  and  owner  of  the  “Wahrer  Demokrat,”  a German 
weekly  of  that  period,  both  the  latter  journal  and  The  Adver- 
tiser, however,  long  ago  extinct. 

Concurrent  with  this  newspaper  activity  he  also  took  a deep 
interest  in  the  fire  protective  affairs  of  the  town,  to  which  end 
he  attached  himself  to  the  Union  Fire 'Company,  and  all  his 
years  gave  it  his  best  allegiance,  although  keeping  himself  on 
most  friendly  terms  with  the  other  fire  organizations  in  the 
town.  Of  the  company  of  his  preference,  the  Union,  he  was 
the  Secretary  for  36  years,  and  on  his  retirement  from  that 
office  two  years  ago  he  was  elected  its  honorary  Secretary.  By 
reason  of  his  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Leba- 
non’s fire  companies,  he  was  able  to  furnish  much  of  the  data 
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for  a Paper  on  “The  Fire  Companies  of— Lebanon,”  compiled 
by  the  Secretar}^'  of  the  Lebanon  County  Historical  Society, 
Dr.  S.'P.  Heit^^h,  arid  read  before  That  Socfety  Jun?^  1906. 

He  was  somewhat  of  a politician,  linin^,up  as  such  with  the 
Democratic  party,  of  the  County  Committee  of  whichHie  was 
the  chairman  for  one  te^i,  and  for  many  years  the  Detio- 
craitic  Assessor  of  the  Second  Ward.  — I 

One  of  the  fruits  of  Mr.  Musser’s  early  activity  is  the  Sev- 
enth Street  Lutheran  Church,  which  has  grown  from  a Sun- 
day-school he  and  two  others  started  in  a private  house  in  that 
section  of  the  town,  and  in  which  he  ^ways  had  a modest  de- 
gree of  pride.  ^ 

Due  to  his  pendant  for  keeping  green  the  memory  of  by- 
gone men  and  things,  his  friend  and  admirer,  the  editor  of  the 
Lebanon  Daily  Times,  has  styled  him  the  “Old  Mortality”  of 
the  county  He  was-^n  indefatigable  collector  erf  newspaper 
files,  and  of  newspaper  clippings  pertaining  to  men  and  events 
of  the  town  and  the  co4nty.  These  he  gathered  into  scrap- 
books, and  of  such  he  ha<|and  left  a large  number,  and  to  these, 
as  also  to  his  newspaper  files,  he  at  all  times,  granted  free  access 
I when  needed  information  was  wanting,  or  some  disputed,  point 
needed  verification.  To  the  State  TLibrary  at.  Harrisburg  he 
furnished  a complete  file  of.“The  Advertiser,”  as  earlier  here 
shown  one  of  Lebanon’s  leading  newspapers  of  the  past,  as 
well  as  many  other  papers,  documents  and  books  of  historic 
and  personal  interest^  a\l  now  gathered  together  in  that  Li- 
brary and'labeled:  ““iKl^e^usser  Collection.” 

He  was  a member  of -the  Salem  Lutheran  Church  in  this 
city,  and  elected  a Corresponding  member  of  the  Lebanon 
County  Historical  Society,  August  47,  1906.  On..^tfgl;sL  17, 
1873,  he  was  rnar^ied.  to  Theresa  Eisenhauer,  by  whbjWTlie  is 
survived,  together  with  four  married  daughters  and  one  son, 
Robert. 

Mr.  Musser  had  many  friends,  was  kind  and  generous  in 
his  ways,  to  the  best  of  llis  ability  helpful  to  others,  and,  in 
consonance  with  his  philosophy  of  life  that  contentment  is  bet- 
ter  than  wealth,  he  led  a quiet  life  in  his  humble  home  on  “Old 
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Cumberland  street,  and  there  calmly  met  his  summons' to  the 
higher  Ufe. 

To  his  memory  may  well  l^  iriscribed  the  following  tflbute, 
-entitled  “Tiie  Printer’s  Prayer,”  paid  the  pcinter  fraternity 
by  the  late  Col.  T.  T.  Worth,  for  many  years  the  talented  edi- 
tor of  “The  Lebanon  Courier,”  another  of  Lebanon’s  ffading 
newspapers  of  the  past: 

THE  PRINTER’S  PRAYER 

O,  thou  GREAT  HEAD  of  Elarth  and  Heaven 
Who  dost  the  howling  tempest  ride.

Born  February  19,  1859.  Died  November  12,  1916. •’Aged 
57  yrs.,  8 mos.  and  23  days. 

Mr.  McGovern  was  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Bridget  (Mur- 
ray) McGovern,  both  oj  whom  were  natives  of  Ireland.  The 
father  was  in  business  in  New  York  before  coming  to  Lebanon 
in  1850,  where  he  died  in  1861. 

The  boy  spent  his  years  of  youth  m this  dty.  in  tlrC  public 
schools  of  which  he  was  educated,  and  in- St.  Mary’s  Parochial 
School,  from  which  he  was  also  graduated.  Before  conclud- 
ing his  school  years  he  took  up  the  study  of  telegraphy,  and 
later  for  many  years  made  the  practice  of  telegraphy  his  sole 
pursuit,  serving  first  for  one  year  in  the  office  of  A.  Wilhelm, 
Manager  of  the  R.  \\\  Coleman  heirs’  estate,  Gornwall ; then 
as  Assistant  Manager  of  the  Philadelphia  & Reading  Railway 
at  its  Perkiomen  Junction  railroad  station;  and  a year  and  a 
half  as  General  Superintendent  of  that  road’s  telegraph  service 
at  Reading,  Pa.  In  1881  he  came  to  Lebanon  to  take  the  posi- 
tion of  manager  of  the  comi)any’s  biisines=;'here,  and  colitinued 
^ as  such  until  1888. 

Mr.  McGovern,  who  during  his  period  of  service  at  Read- 
ing had  married  a daughter  of  Joseph  Bowman,  at  that  time  o’ 
dealer  in  furniture  and  an  undertaker  in  Lebanon,  came  with 
his  family  to  Lebanon  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  his  father- 
in-law,  with  the  idea  that  the  son-in-law  later  should  enter 
into  business  with  him,  the  business  being  done  at  that  time 
under  the  firm-name  of  Bowman  & Allwein.  In  1891  Mr. 
Bowman  died,  and  two  years  later  the  junior  member  of  the 
firm,  Mr.  Jared  Allwein,  also  died,  and  following  these  deaths 
Mr.  McGovern  took  charge  of  the  business,  and  continued  in 
the  same  to  the  time  of  his  death,  although  in  his  last  years  it 
was  largely  managed  by  his  son,  Frank; 

Mr.  McGovern  was  a member  of  the  Lebanon  Lo^ige, 
Benevolent  and  Patriotic  Order  of  Elks;  formerly  Exalted 
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Ruler  in  that  organization,  and  at  one  time  its  State  Orator; 
Past  Regent  of  the  General  Council,  No.  914,  Royal _^rcanum ; 
a n^^ffibtr  of  the  Lebanon  Steitz  Club  ; PresidWi'or  the  Leba- 
non Branch  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians  ; a member -of 
the  Lebanon  County  Historical  Society,  to  which  he ^vas  ad- 
mitted December  21,  1900,  at  the  Fifth  Annual  l^nquet  of 
which,  December  ^6,  1902,  he  respondec^  to  the  to^st,  “Our 
Ancestors,”  and  for  a number  of  years,  and  up  to  the  time'  of 
his  death,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Lebanon 
National  Bank. 

On  September  13,  1881,  he  entered  into  wedlock  with  Miss 
Rebecca  Bowman,  a daughter  of  Joseph  Bowman, /mentioned 
above.  Eleven  children  were  bom  to  them,,. five  of  whom  pre- 
ceded the-father  in  death.  His  wife  and  three  daughters  and 
three  sons  survive  him. 

Mr.  McGovern  was  a man  of  fine  appearance,  had  genial 
ways,  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  his  friends  and  fellow-citi-

Included  in  the  publications  of  this  Society  are  papers  giv- 
ing valuable  information  regarding  the  part  played  by  this_ 
county  in  the  War  for  Independence  .The , Paper  entitltd~  : 
“The  Hebron  Diary  Dnrmg  the  ‘Revolutionary  'Period,”  by 
the  late  Dr.  Redsecker;  the  Biographical  Sketch  of  Coloneb - 
Joseph  Wood,  by  the  same  author ; the  Paper  on  “Lebanon 
County’s  Part  in  the  Revolutionary  War,”  by  the  honored 
President  of  this  body;  “The  Life  and  Services  of  Gen.  John 
Philip  De  Haas,”  by  Mr.  A.  Hess,  all  of  which  are  found 
among  the  publications  of  this  Society,  constitute  a real  con- 
tribution to  the  history  of  this  county  as  it  pertains  to  the 
American  Revolution. 

When,  therefore,  our  obliging  and  invaluable,  though  some- 
times seemingly  too  per«;istent.  Secretary  asked  Aie  to  prepare 
a paper  for  the  present  meeting,  it  was  with  more  than  wonted 
temerity  that  I undertook  to  write  on  ‘‘Some  Hitherto  Unpub- 
lished Documents  Pertaining  to  Lebanon  County’s  Part  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution.” 

■ Being  deeply  impressed  with  the  fact  that  so  many  of  us  are 
exceedingly  anxious  to  identify  our  ancestors  by  recourse  to 
the  musty  records  of  by-gone  days,  as  well  as  with  the  truth 
that  the  final  word  regarding  any  period  has  not  been  spoken  . 
until  all  the  facts,  however  trivial,  shall  have  been  examined, 

I submit  this  Paper  to  the  Society  with  the  hope  that  some  of  . 
its  readers  may  find  in  it  material  of  interest  and  value. 

I hope  that  these  transcribed  copies  will  also  furnish  ma- 
terial for  a study  of  the  crops  and  prices  of  that  day,  the  rela- 
tive value  of  Continental  and  State  money,  together  with  the 
names  of  tho.se  who  sold  supplies  to  the  army — names  that 
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may  ])rove  of  some  use  to  persons  interested  in  genealoisjical 
research.  , .. 

As  we  are  approaching  the  festive  season  at  the  clcJSe  of  the 
year  it  may  lie  interesting  to  observe  that  on  Christmas  Day 
one  iiundred  and  thirty-six  years  ago  Phflip  Marstdter  vn^s 
busv  buying  supplies  for  the  army,  as  evidenced  by  receipts 
taken  by  him  at  that  time.  •-« — t 

I -recognize  that  what  I am  now  reading  may  ])rove  about 
as  interesting  as  though  I were  reading  from  a dictionary,  vet 
1 trust  you  will  bear  with  me  in  this  effort  to  get  the  evidence 
into  the  record. 

The  documents  from  which  I quote  ar^  in  the'  Df^sion  o-f 
Public  Records  in  the  State  Library,  and  perta+n  largely  to 
Colonels  Philip^Marsteller,  Curtis  Grubb  and  Adam  Orth. 
Other  names  of  prominence  mentioned  are  those  of  Col.  Philip 
Greenawalt.  Captain  Balzer  Orth,  Cdl.  John'  Gloninger  and 
Adam  Heylman.  I have  with  me  four  photostatic  copies  of 
documents  which  are  h^eby  presented  to  the  Societv. 

Interspersed  throughout  the  Paper,  appended  to  their  names, 
are  brief  biographical  notes  of  some  of  the  men  whc>se 
names  appear  in  the  Paper,  .\mougst  these  the  name  of  Col. 
PhilipMarsteller  appears  most  frecjuently — fof  the  reason 
that  in  1779  he  acted  as  agent  to  supervise  the  purchase  of 
flour  for  the  French  fleet,  and  also  was  Assistant  Forage 
Master  in  1780. 


COLOXEL  JOSEPH  WOOD  to  ROBERT  MORRIS 
. * Ticonderoga,  Dec.  14.  1776. 


“I  must  inform  you  that'our  two  Regiments,  Waynes  and  mine, 
for  want  of  Barracks  is  now  laying  out  in  poor  worn  out  tents,  we 
have  from  ten  to  fifteen  every  week  that  Bids  fare  well  to  this  world, 
its  Shoking  to  Humanity  our  Distress\  we  have  no  fit 

foy  duty  in  both  Regts.  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  men,  one 

month  if  we  are  not  Relieved  and  go  from  this  D d Sink  of 

pTace  we  Shall  not  have  one  hundred— on  my  Honor,  at  this  present 
time  on  this  Ground  in  all,  there  is  not  one  Thousand  men  thats  fit 
to  turn' out  if  the  Enemy  Should  attack,  when  the  Ice  makes  in  the 
lake,  its  now  as  cold  as  eveift  felt  in  ray  life.  - 

I have  been  at  some  pains  to  Assertain  the  Number  we  have  fit  for 
Duty,  I have  nuiiibered  the  men  last  week,  when  they  were  all  drawn 
out  to  Exercise,  is  this  a place  of  Importance  or  not,  if  it  is,  I could 
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wish  more  -attentioH  was  paid  in  the  Defence  of  it,  I shall  refer  you 
to  Col.  Waynes  letter  to  Mr.  G.  Clymer,  of  Winsdale,  of  our  present 
Situatiori,  (the  5th  Jan.  bur  mens  time  Expire),.  I Jiad  thrgp  men 
froze  to  Death  last  night  in  their  Tents”  etc.  ^ u .

COLONEL  WOOD  to  ROBERT  MORRIS 

Camp  Ticonderoga,  Nov.  19,  1776. 

“I  now  sit  down  to  fuliiil  my  promise  to  you.  Tho-  I have  very 
little  to  say.  In  my  way  here  I visited  all  the  posts,  Amboy,  Bergen, 
& (Sen’l  Washington’s  Camp,  where  I found  the  army  in  high  spirits 
wishing  for  nothing  more  than  to  engage  the  Enemy.  We  Jiad  pos- 
session of  all  the  heights  on  York  Island  where  We  are  Strongly 
fortified,  if  the  Enemy  had  attended  these  lines  they  must  have  lost 
a great  many  men,  I told  Genl.  Lee  I was  fully  of  opinion  they  never 
wo’d  attack  our  lines  on  the  Islnad,  but  land  up  the  river  and  get 
in  our  Rear,  which  was  really  the  case  two  days  after.  The  Genl. 
was  of  the  opinion  after  giving  up  New  York  we  ought  to  have  given 
up  the  Island  also,  & Retreated  to  the  Eastward  »of  King’s  bridge, 
drawn  them  into  the  Country,  & fought  them  by  detail,  that  it  was 
very  ridiculous  if  the  Enemy  took  a position,  for  us  to  remain  in  a 
Situation  that  wo’d  oblige  us  to  risque  a genl.  Battle,  when  we  had 
our  all  at  Stake.  We  have  had  no  Intelligence  from  them  rliat  we 
co’d  depend  on  since  my,  arrival  here,  where  I allso  found  the  Army 
in. good  spirits  waiting  impatiently  for  the  Enemy,  altho  ^PP^'^^s’d 
with  many  difficulties,  a bilious  fever  Rageing  & in  Great  want  of 
Cloathing,  the  Enemy  sent  a reconnoitering  Party  to  three  miles  front, 
a boat  from  them  (came  up  opposite  the  Jersey  Reduot, ) with  Charl- 
ton, Burgoine  and  Phillips,  three  Shot  was  fir’d  from  the  Redout  at 
them,  the  Last  of  which,  hul’d  their  Boat,  Kil’d  two  men  and  wounded 
one  other,  when  they  were  glad  to  put  back,  with  precipitation,  the 
Reconnoitering  party  of  Canadians  & Indians  put  Back  to  Crown 
Point,  & from  thence  there  whole  Army  & Navy  Retreated  into 
Canada,  where  they  are  gone  into  Winter  Quarters.  By  a Flag  sent 
from  us  with  a prisoner,  we  learn  that  one  Regt.  is  to  be  stationed  .at 
Isle  aux  nois,  one  at  St.  John’s,  the  Remainder  at  Montreal,  and 
threaten  hard  what  they  will  do  next  June,  With  a little  reparation, 
& a few  more  works  we  shall  give  them  a warm  Reception,  come 
When  they  will.”  He  then  speaks  of  the  discontervt  among  his  men, 
and  concludes:  “I  myself  at  the  present  time  with  a Lame  leg,  in  a 
D ^d~Smoakey  house,  metamorpse’d  from  a Stable,  with  ten  Thou- 

sand Crivises,  that  Lets  in  Rain,  Hail  & Snow,  for  the  completion 
of  my  health,  but  the  streams  of  my  Life,  have  ever  been  ruffl’d 
by  obstructions  & my  brightest  days  are  Clouded.  I hope  I shall  not 
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l)utrily  by  Stagnatioq,  for  as  FalstafF  says.  Rounds.  Grand  Rounds, 
marching  and  counter  marching  keeps  me  in  perpetual  motion.

Note. — COL.  JOSEPH  \V(X)r> — ^-Born.  17JI.  North  of'lrelnnd;  came  to  ■ \merica 
^before  1740.  and  settled  near  what  is  now  loitestown.  Pa,;  accoinpajijjcd  "Co+r 
Bouquet  in  1763  ami  distinguished  liiniself  at  the  Battle  of  Bushy  Run;  C«n- 
missioned  Captain,  Col.  ,\rthur  St.  Clair's  Second  Battalion;  with  C.eneral  Stnli- 
vau  in  his  march  to  Canada;  later  commanded  Eighth  Battalioti;  was  severely 
wour^led;  resigned  July.  1777;  died  at  Jonestown,  17S9.

.\Iy  not  having  the  favour  of  l)eing  personally  acquainTfed  with  -any 
of  your  Honorable  Body  lays  me  under  the  necessity  of  making  an 
•Application  in  this  manner. 

I was  confined  in  the  Jail  of  this  Count}'  last  November  and  detained 
there  a , considerable  time,  at  length  was,  dischargecf  on  Colonel 
Curttis  Grubb  and  Geo.  Ross,  Junr.  Esq.  securing  my  Bail.  Soon 
after  my  Releasment  the  ■ Honorable  ' Congress  passed  a Resolve  Im- 
porting that  any  fwo  Persons  pirtting  an  able  bodied  Recruit  into  the 
standing  .Army  for  three  years  or  during  the  Wars  such  two  persons 
■'hould  be  exempted  from  due,’  in  compliance  with  which  Resolve  I 
])ut  my  servant  man  into  the  service  for  three  years  or  during  the 
War  without  receiving  a shilling,  notwithstanding  his  having  then 
tlmee  years  and  twm  months  tp.  <erve. 


On  passing  the  Militia  Law  I was  drafted  in  the  First  Class  but 
Colonel  Grubb  insisted  on  my  not  being  sent  out  as  I was  a prisoner 
under  Bail,  I am  yet  in  the  same  situation  and  am  ordered  to  go  out 
in  the  Seventh  Class,  now  preparing  to  march  or  find  a substitute.  I 
apprehend  I should  for  the- ^reasons  before  mentioned  be  exempted 
from  going  into  the  service,  otherwise  that  my  Bail  ,«hould  be  released 
and  the  Bonds  given  up  and  be  left  free  to  act  as  another  man  which 
I am  not  while  under  Bail.  It  was  and^  1 believe  is  the  oftinion  of 
Colonel  Galbraith  that  I-  ought  not  now  to  serve,  as  I could 
cured  a substitute  at  the  time  the  first  Class  marched,  for  fifeeiCpounds, 
whereas  I must  now  pay  twenty-five,  at  least  I submit  the  whole  to 
your  wise  determination  making  no  doubt  but  you  will  order  justice 
to  br  done  in  the  Premisses  for

to  march  as  quick  as  possible  to  Chester,  and  should  there  not  be  occa- 
sion for  the  whole,  would  be  glad  of  a line  b\\the  Post,  as  ^t  would 
deiiopulate  such  i)arts  of  the  County  as  have-  alreadv  formed,  march: 
» I am  at  a loss  in  some  parts  of  the  County  for  want  of  a proper 
assistance,  through  rqy  Sub-Lieutenant,  want  of  activity  and  resolution, 
and  am  unhappy  to  find  them  appointed  where  resolution  is  wanting, 

through  the  obstinacy  of  the  Inhabitants.  I have  already  in  Lebanon 

requested  the  .Assistance  of  Colonel  Curtis  Grubb  a man  of  integrity, 
who  I’m  in  hopes  will  be  of  Infinite  Service,  in  the  part  of  the  County 

he  lives  in.  Mr.  Ooart  (Orth)  who  is  appointed  there  I believe  ls 

a very  honest,  good  man  and  wishes  his  Country  success,  but  at  the 
same  time  says  he  cannot  with  freedom  take -the  oath  of  .Allegiance  to 
the  State,  whos  example  is  against  furthering  our  measures  in  his 
neighborhood.  He  talks  of  his  resignation  which  I wish  might  be 
soon  as  the  Law  appoints  no  more  than  five  to  my  assistance,  in  the 
County,  as  he’s  a German  and  a man  of  considerable  influence  would 
be  glad  how  smooth  these  things  might  be  carried  on.  I’m  at  a con- 
siderable loss  also  in  the  Borough  for  want  of  a suitable  person  and 
hope  that  I may  be  enabled  without  blame  to  take  such  measures  in 
our  present  situation,  as  may  seem  mosit  effectual  for  the  public  good. 
Three  Battalions  in  this  County  are  not  yet  found  for  want  of  the 
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return.  I have  bound  over  several  of  the  Constables  to  Court  and 
am  going  rather  beyond  the  limit  of  the  law  which  is  advertising _plec- 
tions  of  Fiett^'^Officers  without  tho5e  returns,  and  perhaps^flftbn  g"h  the 
influence  of  those  elected,  may  obtain  them^  A guard  shall  be  in 
readiness  to  receive  the  Prisoners  of  War  and  Tories  at  Andersoja’s  - 
Ferry  on  their  arrival.  .
